Quartz Mining. 

Public attention is becoming much en¬ 
grossed in tins business, which, not very 
long since, was regarded as almost sure to 
ruin any one who undertook to carry it 
on. Experiments in quartz crushing, 
made from ’50 to ’54, w* re, in this s* < lion, 
nearly all failures. With one or two esc p- 
tions, companies were broken up- -ma¬ 
chinery removed —and the idea of re¬ 
ducing quartz, by steam power, to the 
profit of tho ■ interested, pronounced to

The greatest <>f those at- 
tempts, Mere the mills and works of an 
Iki'.dish Company at Mt. Ophir, who, af¬ 
ter an expenditure of $oh 0,000, made a 
total failure. This result was considered 
bv rnanv as a liMisbing stroke to quartz, 
mining in thl i mtnty, and that no man 
in his senses would hereafter venture eap- 
ital in experiments of the same sort. 

Every manifestation of civilized life 
— every enterprise, has its iutipi'-nt 
stat<\ and its pionei rs, who are often self- 
sacrificed, whether in the developement 
of eivilization, or of the germs of invention 
and enterprise. They ww- -others reap 
Were it not for the experiim ntal kn >\ 
ledge obtained, though through failure, we 
should know no more to-day of the quartz 
business than was known six years ago. 
From what is known now, derived from 
actual experiment, and the successes 
which are attending established opera¬ 
tion in crushing quartz, it is certain to be 
the gn at and leading business in a very j 
short time. Within one year, there will, j 
without doubt, bo more men engaged in I 
quartz mining in this county than in 
placer mining, unless water should b • in¬ 
troduced. which will much increase the i 

latter business. The product of gold will | 
be quadrupled. From prospects that 
have been made, it is probable that then 
is not a regular quartz lead in this vicini¬ 
ty but that will pay steam machinery 
of the latest improvements, nmnnm d 
economically and judiciously, and afford a 
handsome profit. There are steam mills ! 
in this vicinity that are crushing quartz 
for the owm rs of veins, at a certain rate 
per ton; which, when paying $20 per ton, 
affords a largo profit. Very little quartz 
pays less, and much of it yields so •, and 
as high as $5" per ton. Quartz can be 
taken out of ordinary viens, hauled to the 
mill, if at no great distance, and crushed j 
at an expense of from $14 to $17 per ton, 
and if water could be obtained, it could | 
be done for much less. 

A number of new Mills are at present i 
going up, and will soon be ready to ope- : 
rate, rpon the ruins of the Mount Ophir 
Mills, a new Mill has the past summer 
been built, and lias for some time 
been in successful operation, crush- j 
ing principally for the owners of several 
veins ear Agua Frio—who have received 
in many instances, from 50 to 100 per 
cent nett profit. 

A large lot of Quartz^ taken from a vein 
near M.>no, has recently been crushed, 
which upon an average lias paid over $7" j 
per ton. 

We have not heard of any considerable 
quantity of quartz having been crushed 
during the past summer and fall, but that 1 
has paid hansoniely. Those results are in 
a great degree owing to improvements in 
the amalgamating process, which formerly 
was very defective, and in which much 
improvement at present, might doubtless 
be made.

Under the treaty negotiated* by 
Mr. Dallas, the Mosquito coast from the 
line of Honduras to the Southern arm of 
the San Juan River, and including the 
port and town of San Juan, is rccogniz-M 
to belong to Nicaragua. The Brit Mi pro¬ 
tectorate over the Indians is dropped, but 
with the understanding that the good 
offices of both Governments shall be used 
to secure for them an equivalent protecto¬ 
rate from the Government of Nicaragua. 
The Indians are to be provided for with 
the consent of Nicaragua, by a small 
annuity proceeding from the duties col¬ 
lected at Sau Juan.

The public mind has for many 
years past been agitated with the idea of a 
Pacific Railroad ; in fact it has been so 
much discussed as to become trite, vet 
there are views connected with the subject 
which may not be uninteresting to a gn at 
commercial community like that of this 
city. A railway connecting the two 
oceans may or may not afford great ad¬ 
vantage—they will depend entirely upon 
its location. I propose to present some 
considerations in connection with each of 
those lines surveyed by government which 
arc supposed to be practicable. 1 cun 
im-nee with the most northern route, be¬ 
tween the 47th and 40th parallels of lat¬ 
itude, extending from the western arm of 
Lake Superior to Puget’s Sound. The 
line passes around the great bend «*f the 
Missouri, in lat. 1st, crosses the Rorkv 
Mountains at or near the Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s portage, and is designed to 
strike the Pacific at Puget’s Sound. No 
practicable pass, however, has been dis¬ 
covered in the Cascade mountains, and 
the Secretary of War suggests that tin- 
line may be carried down the gorges of 
the Columbia river b> the level country 
on the northern hank, and thence north - 
westerly to Puget's Sound. The clima¬ 
ted expense of the Secretary’s report is 
*1 h , . nni1 If wo admit this line to 
be perfectly practicable—which I do not 
■ 

mate, it can never be useful to our exter¬ 
nal commerce ; it would undoubtedly be 
va'liable as an inter-State line of commu¬ 
ne alien, and to promote the settlement 
and improvement of that portion of the 
country through which it would pass, but 
it could never become a means of extend¬ 
ing our foreign commerce. Its great 
length, including the railways extended 
from this city to its eastern terminus, be¬ 
ing about B,oUO miles from ocean to ocean, 
would ever prevent its ever becoming a 
channel of commerce with foreign nations. 
The second line, between the 421 an d 
Ut i p.rallels of north latitude extending 
from Fort Kearney, near the -!2d parallel, 
ami c; o -.-ing the Rocky Mountains by the 
South pass, the valley of the Great Salt 
Lak--, and the Si-.ira Nevada, near the 
40th degree of north latitude, thence 
■ 1 c,\n the valley of the Sacramento to the 
city of Beneeia, ab.-ut fl" miles from San 
Francisco. As a couum rcial line, this has 
no ,-r :,t r advantage-, than its northern 
competitor. These two liin-s are equally 
objectionable in a comme: ' i d point <-t 
view, not only on account of their great 
length, pas-i:-g, as they do, almost the 
widest portion of the territory of the Uni¬ 
ted States, but because of the two great 
mountain chains which, situated nearly a 
thousand mi? s s; art, pr« sent alum t in¬ 
surmountable difiieuhh s in the construc¬ 
tion of the work, ami enc’ose a region 
winch must foia-ver remain a barren waste.

The trade 
winds, following the line of the sun’s 
g latest heat, ext-ii-1 their influence in j 
summer as far north as latitude 4<» degrees, 
and pas-ing, a< they do, not only the 
Koeky Mountains, but the Siena Nevada, 
in their course to the Pacific, they flow 
over tile plains of California divested of 
every particle of moisture. Thi< causes 
the dry t cason on that coast, which com¬ 
mences as the line of the sun’s greatest 
heat approaches the Tr >; i.- of Uaneer, and 
c >ntinues until that line repa.-scs the 
equator in autumn, when, the trade winds 
passing with it, the moist breezes from 
the Pacific set in and the rainy season 
commences. But these rains do not ex¬ 
tend in any quantity to the barren regions 
between those two great ranges of moun¬ 
tains. The moisture from the Pacific is 
arrested by and deposited on the Sierra 
Nevada in winter as that from the Atlan¬ 
tic is upon the Rocky Mountains in sum¬ 
mer, leaving a vast tract of m arly a thou¬ 
sand miles, including their own barren 
surface, between them, unfitted by nature 
for agricultural purposes. When the 
American emigration entered Ur ifornia in 
the spring and summer of 1819, the whole 
surface of the country presented the most 
b.rren and forbidding appearanci—the 
pa la 1 : n killed 

as with fervent heat, and the general im- 
pression was that the country was utterly 
worthless for agricultural purposes. < >n 
close observation ii was found that the 
natural grasses were produced in great 
variety and luxuriance and had attained 
perfect maturity ; in fact they had become 
bay, cured upon the root, by the climate. 
They had commenced to grow when the 
rains set in. The wildness of the climate 
had permitted them to flourish through 
the winter and mature in the dry season. 
Thus nature gave a hint which could not 
he mistaken, to sow the seed of their 
grain crops in autumn ; that they might 
have the advantages of the climate to grow 
with the grasses during winter and ma¬ 
ture in early summer. Thus has Califor¬ 
nia, by this simple process, become one of 
the most productive grain growing coun¬ 
tries in the world. The custom of the 
Spanish population was to put their seed 
in the ground in the spring, and, without 
irrigation, it was certain to perish in the 
dry season. The success of the Ameri¬ 
can settlers in Texas and California, in the 
production of the several grains, has 
caused the Spanish population of these 
States to believe that wherever the Amer¬ 
icans go Providence is sure to send rain. 
The whole mystery is in the change of 
seed time.
